The Story of the Fire. 
Fort W ayne, Ind., 
May 
4.— Many 
liersons were shriveled up or jumped 
to their death from 
high 
windows 
when the New’ Aveline 
hotel 
w'as 
destroyed by fire early Sunday morn­ 
ing. 
Many more were injured and a 
cozen timely rescues were made. 
The building is a smoldering heap, 
covering many of the bodies and the 
exact number of dead cannot be told. 
The injured and survivors have scat­ 
tered at random about the neighbor­ 
hood, unclad or clothed in raimoni 
given to them by shopkeepers who 
(pened their establishments. 
The flames sw'ept through the hotel 
like a gust of wind, and the scream­ 
ing throng that filled the corridors 
were driven to the windows for es­ 
cape. 
Here they clung until the fire 
f te them up or forcc'd them to leap 
to the pavement below. 
Forms of 
women 
and 
children 
clinging 
To­ 
gether on the ledges were sillioutted 
by the blaze inside until they dropped 
to be crushed to death below’. 
Marvelous escapes 
and 
gruesome 
deaths mark the brief progress of 
Ihe catastrophe.
